REPORT OF PLANNING & DEVELOPMENT 
COMMITTEE 
ASTORIA GOLF & COUNTRY CLUB 
INCEPTION: 


By letter dated January 2, 1964, President L.R. 
Spoffard appointed Clayton Morse chairman of the 
Planning and Development Committee and stipulated 
the following: "The function of the Planning and 
Development Committee is to conduct a study of 

the long range future needs of the Club: such as 
future new clubhouse, course improvements, looking 
toward a practice range and property acquisition 
as these projects indicate the need", 


Club members appointed to serve on the committee 
were: Orvo Nikula, Capt. Frank Gillard, Dr. Jorma 
Leinassaar, Don Edy, Jerry Greenberg, and course 
superintendent Geo. Harvey. 


COMMITTEE MEETINGS: 


Seven formal committee meetings have been held of 
two to three hours duration each, considerable time 
having been spent on thorough discussion of all 
facets of the course and club house operation. 


Early in the discussions, it became evident that 
consideration be given to two widely divergent 
approaches to the ultimate design and location of 
the club house and facilities thereto: 


First: the continuation of the present site with 
requisite added features as they may become finan- 
cially available. 


Seconds: Acquisition and development of complete new 
facilities on the present Camp Rilea property 
located West of No. 7 firway and North of No. 4 
green, 


The committee was complimented by the attendance of 
Mr. Tom Sandoz at one of the earlier meetings and 
the committee in subsequent discussion gave serious 
consideration to numerous suggestions presented by 
Mr. Sandoz. A letter of summation from Mr. Sandok& 
is attached to the Board copy of this report and 
made a part hereof. 


@ To convert the area for a permanent driv- 
ing range, after leveling, it should have 
top-soil applied and be seeded. This work 
may well be accomplished by the grounds 
crew. Note is made that this area is somewhat 
protected from southwest storms by the same 
dunes structure that forms a portion of the 
loth fairway. 


Area #2 developed for a practice area would entail 
moving the llth and 13th tees and the 12th green at 
an estimated cost of $7500. In addition, the adja- 
cent playing area would require protection by a high, 
ball stopping fence. The area has the disadvantage 
of facing into prevailing winds - both southwest and 
northwest, 


Area #3 has the advantage of being sheltered by the 
ist fairway hill and play would be in a northerly direc- 
tion. Development of this area would require moving 
both the 9th green and lst tee, changes and alterations 
in the irrigation system running along #1 hill and the 
8" water main which crosses the hill. Filling the swamp, 
paralleling Highway 101 would require 500 feet of culvert 
at a cost of $3500 and 20,000 yeards of fill estimated 
2) to cost in place $8000 to $10,000. ‘The cost of developing 
this area, exclusive of fencing (which would be a re- 
quisite) is estimated between $15,000 and $20,000. 


In view of the above factors, the committee recommends 
the selection of area #1. 


Consideration should be given to enclosing the entire 
area with suitable fence and gates 84" in height. 
Exclusive of labor the cost is estimated between $3500 
and $4000. 


A practice shed should be constructed with the area 
adjacent to the Sunset Beach road for use during in- 


clement weather incorporating storage and phone to the 
pro-shop. 


The committee recommends that because of the nominal 
cost of making this area available that work be pro=- 
jected at once. On development of sufficient sod, 

the committee recommends to the Board that lessons and 
practice be prohibited in all fairway areas. 


CLUB HOUSE: 
Relative to continuation of the present club house 
added facilities suggested (not in order of impor- 
tance) were:

Pro-shop building 

Club Storage 

Tennis Courts 

Swimming Pool

In discussing added features to the present club 
house area, the committee acknowledged that changes 
in location of present tees and greens might be 
involved and gave consideration thereto. 
In discussing relocation of the club house and 
facilities to another area, it was recognized that 
rather drastic changes in the present order of 
fairway play could well be involved at considerable 
expense to the Club. 
FINANCING: 
Predicated on a charge of $2.50 per month per 
member the following sums may be borrowed at 6% 
interest and paid up as indicated:

On analysis of the above schedule, the committee 

is of the opinion that obligations for capital improvements 
should be limited to the $50,000 - 8 year classification. 
It is recognized, however, that an increase in member- 


ship or added assesment woul hasten the repayment of an 
obligation. 


PRACTICE AREA: 


The committee considered various proposed sites 
and established the following: 


1. An area purchased by the club in 1959 
from G.T. McClean, located South of the 
Golf Course, across the Sunset Beach Road. 


2. An area paralleling the Sunset Beach Road, 
roughly the width of the present practice 
area below the 10th fairway, extending 
westward to the dune separating the 15th 
and 14th fairways. 


3. An area extending in a northeasterly direc- 
tion from the vicinity of the present 9th 
green to the property line along highway 101 
above and east of the pump house on the 9th 
fairway. 


The committee has ascertained the following infor- 
mation pertinent to each of the areas enumerated: 


Area #1 was purchased by the club in 1959 for the 
following reasons? 


1. To provide an area for overflow parking 
during tournaments and other events. 


2. To provide sand and soil for course and 
parking maintenance and improvement. 


3. To acquire the 30' x 80! storage shed on the 
property. 


4. To be leveled and developed for a practice 
area. 


The area, approximately 600 feet from the pro shop 
(250 ft. further than the area adjacent to the ladies’ 
llth tee) has adequate area for development. It is 
300! wide on Sunset road, 740' deep, and 500! wide at 
the southern end. 


During the past five years sand has been removed 

from the area to the extent that presently it is more 
then half leveled. To complete leveling, it is esti- 
mated that the work could be done by a D-8 Cat in 
three to four days time at a cost of approximately 
$400. The area could be utilized for practice within 
a weeks! time. 


PRO-SHOP & CLUB STORAGE: 


In considering a new pro-shop and club storage 
consideration was given to the following: 


1. Control of players at the lst tee by 
pro-shop employees. 


2. Convenience to the members to club storage 
and pro-shop 


3. Observation and supervision by pro-shop 
employees of the 10th tee and the 9th and 
18th greens. 


4. Economy of construction. 


5. Future needs of membership and space demands 
predicated on a growing membership. 


6. Utilization of the space presently used for 
pro-shop and club storage and coordinated 
development of this area in conjunction with 
a new facility. 


Sites considered: 


1. East of the present club house in the vicinity 
of the lower putting green. 


2. West of the present club house, attached to 
the building, and overlooking the 18th green. 


3. North and attached to the present building and 
adjacent to #1 tee, 


After consideration of the requisite facilities and 
sites, the committee recommends the adoption of site 
#5. The height of the structure to be at or below the 
present dining room windows, It is acknowledged that 
there will be some excavation and that #1 tee will be 
lower and toward the West of the present site. 


The committee in considering features of a pro and 
storage building is advised that approximately 1800 
sqe ft. is required for the ground storage and 

alley ways for 250 carts. This footage may be reduced 
by double decking on platforms, 700 sq. Ft. is 
considered adequate for the pro shop. Frovision 
should be made in addition for open storage under 
roof for carts as well as a caddy room and one or 

two toilets. A building for these features would 
approximate 3200 sq. Ft. and at $8 to $10 per sq. 

ft. is expectéd to cost with other requisite features 
$28,000 to $32,000. 


LOCKER ROOMS 


Completion of the pro shop = storage building will 
make available an additional 1000 sq. ft. for locker 
room and facilities and for a re-designed entrance 
to the upper floor. The committee is advised that 
ne, wee forseeable future, the ladies area is suf- 
ficient. 


The committee is of the opinion that an architect 
employed to design the pro-building should be instruc- 
ted to re-design the locker and stair area as part 

of over-all plan for the building. 


SWIMMING POOL = TENNIS COURTS 


The committee in recognizing the merit of these 
projects, notes that locker and shower facilities are 
not now available for the younger members of families. 
This makes it impractical to consider these projects 
at this time. Rather, consideration should be given 
in the architects' design for facilities for the use 
of the younger people.

CAMP RILEA PROPERTY: 


During discussion of the Camp Rilea property located 
West of #7 fairway and North of #4 green it became 
evident that specific information was needed as to 
title and availability of this property. With this 
in mind, Dr. Jorma Leinassar was asked to develop 
all possible information. Letters from Leinassar 

to the State and answers are included herewith and 
made a portion of this report. 


The committee calls to attention that this property 
which straddles an elongation of Sunset Lake, if 

not required for golf course expansion might well be 
quite valuable for future-homes development. The 
suggestion is made, however, that in any negotiations 
with the State, statements be limited to golf club 
requirements only. 


As noted in Dr. Leinassar's comments, it now becomes 
a function of the Board to decide whether to continue 
negotiations for acquisition of this land. 


CONCLUSION: 


In view of the fact that the membership of the club 
is conditioned to the payment of $2.50 or more per 
month assessment, it is the recommendation of the 
committee that the club proceed with the progressive 
development of the practice area as outlined heretofor} 
that a competent architect be employed to design a 
pro-shop and club storage and a re-design of locker 
rooms and public entrance; and that true costs be 
determined so that financial arrangements may be made 
toward a continuing development of club facilities 
for the ultimaté benefit of all the membership.

Dear Sirs: 


I submit the following report and comments on the 56th Annual Oregon Coast 
Tournament held July 24 thru 30, 1966. The financial report which is attached 
shows a net income of $2,938.42. It should be noted that with a full field 
of entrants of 320 at an increase in fees of $5.00 for an entry fee of $30.00 
the receipts were increased $1,600.00. The costs of some expenses were higher 
than previously and the value of prizes were increased slightly. 


It was interesting and vey gratifying to hear the comments made by every-~ 
one regarding the tournament. Because of these remarks and the experience I 
gained as chairman I offer the following suggestions. 


1. Obtain and appoint a chairman as soon as possible, prefably within 3 
months following the tournament. If this is not possible because the chairman 
has to be appointed by the current years Board of Directors then pass this re- 
comendation to them that this be one of their first orders of business, 


2. Give consideration to increasing the entertainment, ie.: live enter- 
tainment or a type of floor shows in addition to the band. 


3. Increase the entry fee to forty dollars. This suggestion is made if 
no. 2 is acted upon. 


4. Remain very selective in giving invitations as many people commented 
on the fact that this was a first class tournament in referring to the part- 
icipants. 


I will end this by thanking the Board for "selecting" me as the chairman 
this year, but before I do I have to report to the Board everyone on the staff 
worked very hard and very ably to make this tournament a success. As the men 
responsible George Harvey, Dave Hobbs, and last but most certainly not least 
Marlow Quick made the job of chairman a pleasure. 


Therefore I thank you and to show my gratitude I will be very happy to 
talk to next year's chairman and elaborate on the suggestions I gave earlier.

Gentlemen: 


The final report of the 57th Annual Oregon Coast Golf Tournament 
held July 23 through July 29 1967 ie submitted herewith. 


From many favorable comments received and excellent participation 
in the social events, it appears that the tournament was a complete success. 
Many people expressed the thought that our tournament was the most enjoyable 
in a sumer schedule full of competitions. With our tournament well estab- 
lished and invitations eagerly sought, we should continue our policy of 
being selective. 


On the financial side, the complete report which is attached shows 
a net income from the tournament of $1,384.27. This compares unfavorably 
with the net income of $2,958.42 of last year and is the result of an incore 
rect assumption on my part. In accordance with the guidance received from 
the Vice President I planned to give the contestants a little more for their 
money and show a net income of approximately $2,300. The extras provided the 
contestants were a tournament memento (letter opener), free cocktail party 
on Friday night, and free snacks during the week in the bar. These and other 
expenses were carefully observed and controlled. I assumed however, that 
the bill from the Club for complimentary drinks and dinners and minor mis~ 
cellaneous items would approximate that of last year which was $2,735.05. 
Instead, primarily because of increased participation in social events by 
the contestants, this bill ran to $5,728.10. 


Although the net revenue from the tournament is much lower than 
jest year, there are some offsetting factors in that business at the Club 
ber showed a gross increase of approximately $1,200 over last year and the 
additional income derived from the tournament committee as outlined above 
should provide some net to the Club. In my opinion it will be possible to 
derive approximately $2,000 in net revenue from this tournament annually 
without impairing the high standards that have been set. If the Board desires 
to increase the revenue above that figure I suggest an increase in the entry 
fee to $35 be considered. I am confident that such an increase will have no 
effect on the response of our invited participants. 


I cannot close this report without commenting on the wonderful 
support received from the Board as a group and individually. The cooperation 
and help given me was invaluable. I would also like to commend my Deputy 
Chairman Ken Simonsen for his guidance and very hard work, the members of 
all the committees, the entire Club staff in both bar and kitchen, Marlow 
Quick and his able assistants in the Pro shop, Roy Thompson and his excellent 
greens crew and the Cub Manager Lou Renn. This entire group worked very hard 
and effectively to ensure an outstanding tournament. It was a pleasure to 
work with them.

PNGA PROGRAMS 


Membership dues finance the’ PNGA program which is a far- 
reaching one covering all phases of golf activities and matters of 
interest to golf clubs, which are briefly described as follows: 


1. Uniform Electronic Handicapping. 
Handicap computing service furnished to 
active members without charge, and to 
members of other member clubs at paid out 
cost. 


2. Course Rating. A voluntary, expense- 
free effort by PNGA directors, available 
to all organized clubs. 


3. Caddy Scholarships. Supported en- 
tirely by setting aside $1.00 of the dues 
paid by each ACTIVE MEMBER. The 
PNGA Caddy Scholarship Fund is admin- 
istered through the Western Golf Associa- 
tion. Annually, four to six men scholars 
enter a college of their choice. To date, 23 
have graduated and are active in profes- 
sions and business. 


4, Junior Development. PNGA Junior 
Boys and PNGA Junior Girls Tournaments 
held annually; travel expense of selected 
boys and girls to USGA Junior Boys and 
USGA Junior Girls Tournaments; all sub- 
sidized from membership dues. 


5. Association dues for membership of 
active member clubs in USGA, Western 
Golf Association, state and local golf asso- 
ciations are paid from the dues paid by 
each individual active member. 


6. Tournaments. Sponsoring and staging 
the First Pacific Coast Men’s Amateur 
Championship (1967). Annually conduct- 
ing PNGA Men’s and Ladies’ Champion- 
ship and Senior Men’s Championship and

7. Tournament Clearing House Bureau. 
The PNGA acts as a clearing house for 
tournament dates throughout the area and 
publishes annually a tournament date cal- 
endar. 


8. Tax Assistance. The PNGA has a tax- 
ation committee currently studying the 
matter of seeking a change in the method 
of assessment of golf course property for 
real estate taxes. 


9. Club Operations Survey and Manual. 
Periodically the PNGA makes a survey of 
club operations including financial data 
and publishes a manual. The survey for 
1967 is under way. 


10. Interpretation of USGA Rules and 
Regulations. At no expense to any member. 


11. Golf and Golf Club Promotion. The 
PNGA, through its directors and the execu- 
tive secretary’s office, offers assistance in 
obtaining information on all phases of golf, 
without expense to member clubs. 

The PNGA goal is to have all golf clubs 
and golf courses on the active membership 
program. For maximum participation in the 
PNGA activities, the cost of $5.00 per 
year for members of regular clubs and 
$3.00 per year for members of associate 
member clubs. You benefit yourself, your 
golf-playing family or neighbor or club 
member by participating in this worth-

This classification of memberships is limited to properly organized 
membership clubs having an 18-hole course of championship cali- 
ber together with clubhouse and other facilities capable of prop- 
erly entertaining the major tournament of the association. 


1A. ACTIVE 


Each member club shall pay in a sum of 
$5.00 per year per active playing member 
for the purpose of financing the caddy 
scholarship fund $1.00; handicap program 
$1.50; payment of dues to golf associations, 
including USGA, Western Golf Association, 
state and local city golf associations, and 
to finance the operations of the PNGA. A 
PNGA bagtag with membership card is 
issued to each club member for recording 
current monthly handicaps and entitles him 
to admission to any tournament held in the 
name of the association, regardless of where 
held. 


1B. INDIVIDUAL CONTRIBUTING 


Open to all member clubs when the regu- 
lar male member of the member club con- 
tributes annually through the club, the sum 
of $3.00 each for the purposes of financing 
the caddy scholarship fund and of assist- 
ing in financing the operations of the 
PNGA; a PNGA bag-tag with membership 
card will be issued to each such contribu- 
tor for recording current monthly handi- 
caps and entitles him to admission to any 
tournament held in the name of the asso- 
ciation, regardless of where held. 

This membership category is available 
to member clubs in the Dominion of Can- 
ada, except that the annual contribution is 
$1.00 for each playing male member, except 
where a club has sponsored a caddy who 
has received a caddy scholarship, the an- 


nual contribution shall be $2.00 per play- 
ing male member. 

At least $100.00 must be received from 
members in order for the club to be eligible 
for this membership classification. 


1C. SUSTAINING 
$100.00 per club, per year. Eighteen-hole 
with facilities to hold major tournament. 


ASSOCIATE 
MEMBERSHIPS 


This classification of memberships is open to 
all other properly organized clubs through- 
out the entire area; provided, however, that 
in the case of clubs using a public course, 
not more than one such club from each 
public course shall be eligible. 


1A. ASSOCIATE 


This must be a regular sized golf club. Does 
not include PAR 3 courses. Membership 
$50.00 per club per year. 


1B. ASSOCIATE ACTIVE 

One hundred members Minimum. Club not 
qualified to hold major tournament. Cost 
$3.00 per member, per year. PNGA as- 
sumes cost of USGA, Western Golf Asso- 
ciation and other Washington or Oregon 
golf association dues. PNGA pays handicap 
cost. Set up charge club pays 25 cents, or 
$50.00 for over 200 members. One time 
charge. 


Reciprocal Playing Privileges 


Available to members of clubs who have 
agreed to reciprocal playing basis which 
eliminates premium green fees and the nec- 
essity of being accompanied by a member 
playing golf. 


Fifteen member clubs in the PNGA area grant 
reciprocal playing privileges which permit active 
and contributing members residing outside a 50- 
mile radius to play without the necessity of being 
introduced by a club member and at regular green 
fees, Member clubs benefit since the green fees 
are not considered outside income by the Internal 
Revenue Service. It is to the advantage of all 
private membership clubs to participate in this 
program.
